When it was found that the gas in the 
tunnel was so dense as to admit of no en- 
trance through the main shaft a request 
was sent to Superintendent of Streets Dcher- 
ty for permission to bore down into the tun- 
nel on Highteenth street, near Armour ave- 
nue. The permission was given and work 
was begun immediately. 

As it became apparent that several hours 
would be required to dig through the con- 
crete roof of the tunnel, Engineer Jackson 
sent for A. J. Donnovan, a diver, to enter 
the bore. There were only two or three 
inches of water on the tunnel floor, but the 
diver’s suit was necessary to prevent asphyx- 
lation. Donnovan descended and explored 
the tunnel for a distance of 300 fect, which | 
was the limit allowed him by the length of 
his air hose.

Secretary Root Hesitates to Take 
Step Which Might Offend 
the Czar.

Russian Prestige at Stake. 

It is evident that Russia, in any event, 
would be reluctant to take part in the pro- 
posed demonstration, but she must do so in 
order to maintain her position in the Euro- 
pean concert. It is believed that France and 
Germany will join in advising a postpone- 
ment of this action. Great Britain and Italy 
will want to have the demonstration. occur 
without delay in order more strongly to im- 
press upon the sultan the fact that the pow- 
ers are in earnest tn their intention to have 
Macedonian reforms faithfully observed. 
Turkey fs less concerned as the result.of Rus- 
sia’s helplessness than she would otherwise 
be, as while she has no navy her ports are 
well protected by fortifications, and the pow- 
ers will not goto the extent of landing troops. 
Russia has been the one power which could 
do most harm to Turkey, and with that gov- 
ernment no longer a possible adversary of 
overwhelming strength, the sultan can af- 
ford, in the opinion of diplomats here, to 
adopt an attitude of apparent indifference in 
the hope of obtaining concessions from the 
powers. 

Dispatches the next few days will be 
watched with keen interest here, because 
they will show whether Russia's weakness 
will be recognized officially by the remaining 
powers of Europe in a determination to post- 
pone the demonstration against the wicked 
porte.

DHUOTS A JEALOUS WIFE 


SHOTGUN RETALIATION BY HUs- 
BAND OF ACCUSATIONS. 


James P. Cummings Fires Both Bar- 
rels of Deadly Weapon at Spouse 
Within Narrow Confines of HBoat’s 
Cabin — Woman Unconscious 
Floor Three Hours While Man 
Stands Of Crowd with Gun—Vic- 
tim Probably Fatally Wounded. 


Because she had scolded her husband and 
accused him of paying attention to other 
women, Mrs. James P. Cummings, wife of 
the captain and owner of the lumber schooner 
Henry Cowles, was shot and probably fatally 
wounded by him yesterday with a shotgun. 
He discharged both barrels of the gun at her 
at short range while in the cabin of the boat. 
Mrs. Cummings lay unconscious on the 
floor three hours while Cummings held a 
crowd at bay by threatening to shoot the first 
man who tried to board his vessel. 

The shooting occurred at 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon while the boat was tied up in the 
Mason slip, at the foot of Quarry street. The 
sound of the shots attracted a crowd of men 
and boys, who started to clamber on board. 
They stopped when they heard Cummings 
shout: “ Keep off. I‘ will kill the first man 
who comes aboard.”’ 

The venturesome ones then retired to the 


dock and stood watching the vessel till Austin 


Kohler, a watchman, employed by the Com- 
monwealth Electric company, passed. After 
making inquiries he notified: the police of the 
Deering street station. A patrol wagon was 
sent to the boat landing and Cummings then 
quietly surrendered to Policeman Bernard 
Brady. 

The wounded woman was taken to the Peo- 
ple’s hospital, where she later regained con- 
sciousness and declared her husband had 
shot her. Several shots entered her hand 
ond a number struck her near the heart. She 
ig 40 years old. 

Howard Jones, a negro, died at the South 
Chicago hospital from the effects of a bullet 
wound fn the left lung, inflicted, the police 
believe, by Martin Desmuth Friday night.

BERNARD SHAW’S PLAY BLUE 
PENCILED FOR NEW YORKEERS. 


Indecencies Carefully Cut Out of Pro« 
duction Which Was Squelched in 
Lendon and New Haven—Expur- 
gated Piece Will Be Presented to 
Record. Breaking Audiences in Me- 
tropolis Under the Surveillance of 
Expert Critics and Police. 


New. York, Oct. 29.—[Special.J—New York 
will not see and hear ap unexpurgated pres- 
entation of Bernard Shaw's play, ‘“ Mrs. 
Warren's Profession,” 

It has been cut to the decency demanded 
by the management of the Garrick theater, 
where it will be acted tomorrow night for 
the first time in this city. 

Arncid Daly denied that Mr. Shaw him- 
self had ordered by cable that the play be 
edited into a condition of respectability and 
deciared that Samuel .Gumpertz, his man- 
ager, and also the manager of the Garrick, 
was wholly responsible. 

“I still stand by my original opinion,”’ 
said Mr. Daly, ‘*“* that Mrs. Warren is fit for 
any society. She is not a social outcast. 

**Her expulsion from the theater in New 
Haven Friday night was due entirely to the 
fact that an ignorant official had it in his 
power to sit on an artistic creation. He got 


on it and we could not produce it there even | 


a second time. 


Mrs. Warren to Have High Neck. 

“it is not our desire, however, to fiaunt 
even the most perfect literary effort of the 
season in the face of the public, so aMer a

' sald one Broadway 
theatrical producer tonight, “ there will. be 
no Mrs. Warren left; therefore, there will 
be no play. That is why I believe that the 
brutally truthful characters in this latest of 
Shaw's sensations will not suffer much from 
the blue pencil.”’ 

The piece has been put on at a cost of 
$19,v00. The house has been sold out for 
two weeks solid. 

The production tomorrow night wiil be 
under the eyes of the entire literary and the- 
atrical woridealso under the eyes of the 
poiice.

GUILTY OF PLAGIARIZING PLAY. 


First Conviction Since Congress 
Amended Copyright Law Is Se- 
cured at Keokuk, Ia. 


Keokuk, Ia., Oct. 20.—[Special.]—The first 
conviction since the new copyright law was 
amended by congress to make plagiarism 
a crime came in the United States district 
court here this morning when the jury found 
James L. Glass guilty of producing for profit 
a play on which Dick Ferris, theatrical man- 
ager, of Minneapolis, holds the copyright. 
The maximum penalty is one year, but the 
jury recommended Glass to the clemency 
of the court. 


FIVE MEN BLOWN TO DEATH 
FIGHTING BLAZE IN A MINE. 


Bosses at Hazel Kirk, Pa., Colliery 
Killed by Explosion in Shaft Which 
Had Claimed Two Other Victims. 


Hazel Kirk, Pa., Oct. 29.—John Hornical, 
superintendent; Daniel Griffith, foreman; 
Joseph Hunter, John Lavey, and Henry Clay- 
borne, fire bosses, all employés of the Pitts- 
burg and Westmoreland Coal company, lost 
their lives this morning in an attempt to 
ascertain if a portion of the mine was still 
burning as a result of an explosion two weeks 
ago in which two men were killed. 

The men found the water had not extin- 
guished the blaze and decided to tear down 
the bulkhead erected to confine the fire to 
one entry of the mine. 

Just as the covering was removed there 
was 4 terrific explosion, and the five men 
were blown in different directions, all being 
instantly killed. Andrew Roder, who was 
some cintanne behind the others, was badly 


burned. 
The whole mine now is burning, agd those 


in charge say the damage will reach thou- 
gands of dollars and the mine my be doomed.

the accident. The condition of the place pre- 
vented any investigation being made. 


Work on Flood in Houses. 

While the work of trying to recover the 
bodies from the tunnel was going @n several 
fire: engines pnd hundreds of men, women, 
and children were working in the tenement 
bulldings and business houses in the neigh- 
borhood in an effort to pump thé water from 
the flooded basements. In some of the bulild- 
ings the water had risen through the base- 
ment to the first floor, driving out the fami- 
lies living on both floors. 

In one of the basements of a tenement 
house Mrs. Hamlin, sick and enfeebled by 
age, oocupled a room alone. When the wa- 
ter slowly began to rise shortly after mid- 
night the woman was asleep. It was not 
until it rose to a level with the bed which 
she occupied that she was awakened. Then, 
springing from the bed, she fell headlong 
into the water in a faint. 

Her cries attracted the attention of per- 
sons in the street, and she was carried out 
of the building and taken to the People’s 
hospital, where, after a short time, she died. 

In the basement of a three story building 
at Nineteenth street and Archer avenue 
lived twenty-three families of Italians. The 
men, women, and children were forced to 
flee tothe floorsabove. Last night was spent 
huddled in the already overcrowded rooms 
of the flats above. 


Washes Out Railroad Tracks. 


The sudden rush of water from the burst 
main played pranks along the right of way 
of the Lake Shore and Santa Fé roads that 
could not be. explained by experts. The 
tracks have a. three foot surface of cinders 
and clay, which was believed to make them 
proof against washouts. 

A short distance from Seventeenth street, 
however, the sand and dirt below the tracks 
of the Lake Shore had been washed com- 
pletely away for more than twenty-five feet, 
causing a collapse of the upper surface and 
the track. Three cars, which formed a part 
of a loaded freight train, rolled from the 
track into the ditch. A similar collapse of 
the tracks of the Santa Fé road took place, 
but no cars were upon the part destroyed. 

The Standard Oil company's warehouses, 
situated between the tracks, were flooded, 
and many barrels of oll were lost In the col- 
lapse of a platform. The Heinz Pickle com- 


pany’s warehouse was attacked by the tor- 


rents of water. 
Water Attacks Church Bazaar. 
The displays of the women of St.’John's 
Roman Catholic church, who Were conduct- 
ing a bazaar in the basement of the church, 
were destroyed by the water. The bazaar 
had been In progress a week and many arti- 
aha made by the women had been placed in 
the decorated booths for this week’s sales. 
When the Rev. Father J. M. Scanlan entered 
the church in the morning, the basement 
floor was floating four feet above its accus- 
tomed place, with a miscellany of bedraggled 
goods lying upon it.

NOTES INCREASE IN DIPHTHERIA

An increase of diphtheria in Chicago, es- 
pecially on the south side, is noted tn the 
weekly bulletin issued by the city health 
Gepartment. The r>port reads in part: 

“The icocrease of dph‘her'ta continues to 
be most mark.d in South Chicago, Ken- 
ae and Burnside. Of the 118 cases 

ed during the week 33 were on the 
Hi side, 52 on the south side, and only 28 
on the vast west side. 

“* Nevertheless, the fact that 16 deaths 
from the disease were reported during the 
week—only 8 during the previous week and 
10 during the corresponding week of last 
year—induces the department to repeat: 
There are too many unnecessary deaths 
from diphtheria im Chicago.”

BISHOP FALLOWS SAYS DUNNE J 
SHUT SUNDAY SALOONS. 


Citizens Who Neglected to Vote for 
Prohibition Candidate Are Blamed 
by the Rev. Joseph A. Milburn for 
Existence of Barrooms — Pastor 
Bartlett Declares Church People 
Could Cheek the Evil by United 
Effort. 


“Mayor Dunne can close the saloons on 
Sunday in obedience to the law,” said Bishop 
Fallows yesterday in St. Paul's Reformed 
Episcopal church. 

‘** Wherever the people have elected a man 
to office they have the right to demand that 
he be loyal to their interests and regard his 
oath,” the bishop continued. “‘He may, 
however, be so hampered by his environmenj 
that he cannot ideally do what he would like 
to accomplish. Chicago has fifty nationali- 
ties within its borders and 7,000 saloons. Can 
the mayor close the saloons .on Sunday in 
obedience to the law? It is a hard thing to 
do in the circumstances, I know, but he, with 
Supt. Collins of the police force, can accom- 
plish it. It may cost the mayor another elec- 

mn as mayor. It may in the future, how- 
ever, inure to his personal benefit. 

** Roosevelt carried out an unpopular law 
in New York City. Gov. Folk has enforced 
the Sunday closing law in St. Louis, Kansas 
City, and St. Joseph. The police records of 
St. Louis show a decrease of arrests for 
drunkenness on Sunday of over 40 per cent. 
In Kansas Oity it has been 18 per cent. The 
result has been beneficial in many other di- 
rections But leaving out personal consid- 
erations, let the mayor close the saloons on 
Sunday and he will win the approbation of all 
‘good citizena,”’ 


Mayor Praised from Pulpit. 

The administration of Mayor Dunne was 
commended in a sermon on “ Municipal 
Morality,” delivered by the Rev. Joseph A. 
Milburn of Plymouth Congregational church, 
who declared a weakened state of public 
conscience was responsible for the non- 
enforcement of the Sunday closing ordi- 
nance, and asserted that it is ‘“‘ up to the 
people ’’ who failed to vote for the prohibition 
candidate for the office and who now seek 
to put it “up to the mayor.’’ 

“Mayor Dunne, I am certain, is trying to 
do what is right,” he continued. ‘‘ My ob- 
servations have shown to me that the city 
is noW morally cleaner than it has been at 
any previous time since I have been a resi-

Will Be Asked to Take Steps at 
Once for Acquiring Trac- 
tion Lines. 


What Mayor Dunne thinks should be the 
test of the position of the aldermen as to 
muicipal ownership is a special order for the 
council meeting tonight. It is subject to 
amendment, and there is a chance that a 
direct vote on it will not be had. Under 
any conditions, however, the possibility of a 
lively debate over the traction situation is 
excellent. 

The order which the mayor wants the alder- 
men to vote upon, and which he saye will put 
them “on record,’’ reads:

under powers conferred by the Mueller law, 
and that the matter of the preparation of 
said ordinance take precedence over all other 
matters now under consideration by the loca] 
transportation committee.” 


Put In at Last Meeting. 


It was put in at the last meeting as the 
addenda to a message in which the vote at 
the last election on the municipal ownership 
question on the * little ballot ’’ was given, and 
the argument made that the aldermen were 
bound to follow the vote and declare for the 
city contro] and operatiug of sireet car prop- 
erties.

MRS: SIDNEY BURBANK DESCRIBED 
AS EDUCATED AND PRETTY. 


Native Negros Woman, Who Esthb- 
lished Her Status Through Success- 
ful Divorce Suit Against American 
Army Officer, Declares He Deserted 
Her After She Had Married Him 
Against the Wishes of Her Family 
and Had Paid His Debts. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. } 
MANILA, Oct. 1.—The life story of Con- 
ception Vasquez, the native wife of Lieut. 
Sidney Burbank, Sixth infantry, U. 8S. A., 
who recently was granted a divorce from the 
American, with alimony of $50 a month and 
the custody of their child, is recounted by 
@ newspaper correspondent just returned 
from a visit to Valladolid, Oriental Negros, 
where he had a long talk with the woman. 

His description of the conditions under 
which the woman and child are living, her 
appearance and character, anda photograph 
of the Filipino, which he brcught with him. 
tend to disprove the story circulated in the 
United States that Mrs. Burbank is a black 
woman of low mentality and doubtful repu- 
tation. 

From a native standard, he says, Mrs. 
Burbank is a handsome Mestizo-Spanish 
and Tagalog, with possibly a trace of the 
Mongolian, 28 years old, with liquid black 
almond shaped eyes, a wealth of glossy black 
hair, the full red lips of the oriental, and the 
graceful form of her Spanish ancestors. 


Convent Bred and Speaks English. 

She has been educated in the convent of her 
native town, and speaks fair English, most 
of which she says was taught her by the lieu- 
tenant during the happy days of their court- 
ship and short married life. 

Mrs. Burbank’s first husband was a staff 
officer of Aguinaldo and was killed in battle 
about a year prior to her marriage to Lieut. 
Burbank. Her family is one of the best in 
the province, her father being the presidente 
(mayor) of Valladolid and quite wealthy. 
Her brother is a justice of the peace in the

exclusive possession of certain streets in 
the wholesale districts, 

There is no doubt as to the legality of 
regulations restricting the use of the streets 
for private purposes to the prejudice of the 
rights of the public. Owners of property 
have certain recognized rights in adjacent 
streets, but they grossly exceed their rights 
when for hours daily they render streets 
almost impassable. 

Chicago should follow London’s example 
and take up the matter of traffic reform 
vigorously on a large scale. Conditions here 
are already extremely bad. Unless some- 
thing is dane to remedy them they will fast 
grow intolerable, 


CHICAGO IS PROSPERING. 

The last number of Harper’s Weekly has 
a long article on “ Chicago—The Evolution 
of a Great City.” It is written with the 
enthusiasm of a man who has studied for 
the first time the statistics of the growth 
of Chicago, and is full of wonder at the tale 
they tell. He is surprised to learn that the 
population of the ¢ity exceeds 2,000,000, 
that its annual wholesale trade has grown 
to $1,781,000,000, and that the annual value 
of its manufactured products has come to be 
$1,314,000,000. ‘The mere handling of mer- 
chandise through the streets last year cost 
Chicago merchants $65,000,000. In ‘ten 
years the bank deposits have grown from 
$196,000;000 to $5938,000,000, 

The article in question with its magnifi- 


-eeht array of figures may serve to enlighten 


some residents of other cities and states as 
to the material progress that Chicago is 


making. Its citizens do not need enlighten- 


ment, for they are witnessing daily with 
their own eyes the manifest signs of the 
rapid growth of their city in population and 
productivity. 

Near the center of the city dwelling houses 
are being torn down to make room for new 
factories. Near the outskirts large tracts of 
unimproved land are being covered with ex- 
tensive manufacturing plants. Ig the sub- 
urbs and in the city there is incessant actiy- 
ity in the building of flats and houses to 
make homes for the new workers who are 
swelling the ranks of the industrial popula- 
tion. 

All except the blind must be aware of the 
increase in population. The street cars are 
more crowded. The throngs on the down- 
town streets are denser. There is bustle 
and activity on streets in the outlying dis- 
tricts which a year or two ago were empty of 
teams and pedestrians. The increase in 
transient population is surprisingly large. 
There are not enough hotels to accommo- 
date those who come here on pleasure or 
business. 

The places of amusement are crowded in 
spite of their number. There isan apparent 
demand for more theaters, and more will be 
built. The crowding is due not only to the 
larger number of people living or visiting 
here but to the prosperity the city is enjoy- 
ing. Its people are, on the average, better 
off than ever before. The factories are 
running. The men in the building trades 
have had profitable employment. The 
wholesale and retail] merchants have ho 
cause to complain of a lack of business. 
Unless aH signs fail, the coming year will 
be one of unabated prosperity for the nation 
and the city. During the twelvemonth Chi- 
eago will increase and expand. At the end 
of the year there will be a new series of 
statistics of trade and commerce for the 
writer of the article in Harper’s Weekly to 
dwell on for the edification of the outside 
world. 

It is to be hoped that when he makes his 
next report hé will be able to announce that 
“the traction question is settled.”” With it 
disposed of the comfort and well being of 
Chicagoans will be greatly promoted. The 
statement in Harper’s Weekly that “ there 
is no questioning the contentment of Chica- 
go’s citizens ’’ Is not quite accurate. They 
will not be contented or as prosperous as 
they should. be until they get decent trans- 
portation facilities. 
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THE KILLED AND INJURED. 

During the year ending June 30 last 350 
passengers were killed in train accidents on 
American railroads and 6,498 were injured. 
As compared with the preceding year there 
was an increase of 117 passengers killed and 
of 1,963 injured. Travel was heavier in 
1904-5 than in 1903-4, but that does not 
account for the increase. It was due to the 
oteurrence of a number of extremely bad 
wrecks last year. 

During that year 798 @mployés were killed 
and 7,052 injured in train accidents, In 
other than train accidents 2,463 employés 
were killed and 38,374 injured. The total 
number of lsilled and injured was 48,687. It 
was supposed that the substitution of auto- 
matie for hand coupling would bring down 
the numberof accidents to employés to a 
small figure, but it does not appear to have 
had that effect. 
carelessness on the part of employés. They 
may be reckless where they ought to be cau- 
tious. Legislation can do little to protect 
men who will not protect themselves. 

The collisions and derailments of the year 
involved a total money loss to the roads of 
$9,700,000 on account of damage to cars, 
engines, and roadbed. That is only a part 
of what the collisions and derailments cost. 
The freight destroyed had to be paid for. 
There had to be large disbursements on ac- 
count of killed and injured passengers. The 
net earnings of the roads were large, but 
they would have been larger if it had not 
been for the damage bills. They were so 
large that it is singular the railroad ‘men 
do not make effective efforts to reduce 
them. 

American railroad management, witb all 
its good features, is far from having 
tained perfection. 
and employés are killed and injured annual- 
ly.. There is too much destruction of prop- 
erty. It would be true economy to use a 
part of the money which goes to pay losses 
for the prevention of collisions and derail- 


ments.

girlhood had been spent in the most 
abject poverty, died the other day in the 
Parisian palace of her son, surrounded by 
every kind of pomp and of luxury, her career 
furnishing another chapter to the long list 
of romances furnis by that wonderful 
houge of Bonaparte. As long as the third 
Napoleon remained on the,throne she was 
never permitted to crose the threshold of 
the Tuileries. Im fact, the existence of her 
marriage to ‘Prince Peter Bonaparte was 
denied. Although the Almanach de Gotha 
intimates that an ecclesiastical marriage took 
place in March, 1858, there is absolutely no 
record thereof. 

It is: not the only mistake made by the 
Almanach de Gotha in connection with 
Princess Pierre Bonaparte. For, instead of 
‘being born, as asserted, at Rome on the Ist 
of July, 1882, there are records to show that 
she was born in a porter’s lodge at Paris, in 
the eighth municipal district, on July 2, 1832. 
Her father, as I have said above, was 4 
plumbers and her mother the cook of Prince 
Peter Bonaparte, a cousin of Napoleon III., 
and who had been compelled to flee for his 
life from Italy owing to his having killed a 
gamekeeper who had endeavored to arrest 
him for poaching. The Almanach de Gotha, 
moreover, states that Prince Peter had but 
two children by his cook’s daughter—namely: 
Roland, who is now one of the part pro- 
prietors of the gambling establishment at 
Monte Carlo, and Jeanne, married to the 
marquis de Villeneuve. Inreality there were 
five, the first three having died in infancy. 
Roland and Jeanne were born in 1858 and 
1859 respectively, and it was not until ten 
years later that Prince Peter married their 
mother ecclesiastically, the civil marriage 
following at Brussels on the 30th of De- 
cember, 1871, that is to say, morethana year 
after the fall of the empire.

Prince Peter was a man of such brutal and 
violent character’ that neither the emperor 
nor the empress would hold any intercourse 
with him. He never figured at any of the 
court ceremonies, and was given an allow- 
ance by Napoleon III. on condition that he 
remained in the background. Thies he did 
until January, 1870, when he shot down in 
the drawing room of his house in the Rue 
d’Auteull the unarmed and defenseless Victor 
Noir, who had called upon him with Ulric de 
Fonvielle, at his invitation, in order to ar- 
range for a duel between him and their prin- 
cipal, Paschal Grousset. The murder was 
such a particularly brutal and cowardly one 
that it excited a storm of indignation 
throughout France, and of course entailed 
the publication far and wide of all: the un- 
savory incidents of the prince’s career in 
Italy and France, as well as in America. 
Tried for his life at Tours, he was acquitted 
of the charge of murder, but sentenced to 
pay heavy damages to the family of his vic- 
tim, which they refused to receive. This out- 
come of the trial gave great popular dis- 
satisfaction. Indeed the entire affair created 
such an outburst of animosity and of denun- 
ciation not only of the prince himself but 
of the entire Bonaparte family that it has 
generally ybeen regarded as having been one 
of the chief contributory causes to the down- 
fall of: the empire in September of the same 
year.

Prince Peter was ordered by his cousin, the 
emperor, to leave the‘country and withdrew 
to Belgium, where the outbreak of the war 
found him. After Sedan his allowance 
stopped, and, finding his appeals to Napoleon 
III. ignored, he proceeded, with his wife and 
his two children, to England. On one memor- 
able occasion he made an attempt to secure 
an interview with the ex-emperor of Chisel- 
hurst, but was met in the grounds by Em- 
press Eugénie, who not only ordered him 
off the place but threatened to invoke the 
aid of the police unless he quitted England 
at once. 

Having quarreled with his wife, he with- 
drew once more to Belgium, abandoning her 
as wellas the children. Nor did he ever live 
with her again. Thrown upon her own re- 
sources, she thereupon started a millinery 
establishment at 91 Bond street, in London, 
with the imperial arms of France and the 
name of ‘ Princess Pierre Bonaparte’’ fig- 
uring conspicuously over the doar and on the 
shop windows, the object of the venture 
being, of course, to induce either the ex- 
emperor or Empress Eugénie to make ggme 
allowance or to buy her out at a large sum. 
As no attention was paid to the matter by 
the imperial exiles of Chiselhurst, and as 
the English public chose to see in the enter- 
prise an attempt to extort money from the 
unfortunate ex-emperor rather than a bona 
fide commercial venture, it was not long be- 
fore the princess became involved in bank- 
ruptcy. And when she further associated 
herself with some dishonest promoters of a 
London concern entitled the ‘' Comptoir 
d’'Escompte de France,’ of which she ac- 
cepted the presidency, and which neces- 
sitated the intervention of the police, she 
was compelled to make a hasty and secret 
departure, and to seek refuge in France. 
Prince Peter at the time wrote some uncom- 
plimentary letters concerning her to the 
English papers not merely denying all finan- 
cial responsibilities for the Habilities which 
she had incurred but even questioning her 
right to use his name and the title of Princess 
Pierre Bonaparte. When he died in 1881 it 
was found that he had left all his belongings 
to the dame who had taken Princess Pierre’s 
place in his affections and to his son by her. 
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It is not generally known that Prince Peter 
not only lived but also fought in America. 
He spent a considerable time at Bordentown, 
N. J., with his father’s brother, ex-King 
Joseph Bonaparte of Spain, and where he 
was in frequent trouble with the local au- 
thorities, and then took part in the warsin 
Central America, seeing a good deal of 
service under the Colombian general, San- 
tander. After his subsequent killing of the 
gamekeeper in Italy and his escape from the 
prison into which he had been thrown on the 
charge of murder, he again came to the 
United States, a fugitive from justice, and 
led a precarious existence here until the over- 
throw of King Louis Philippe and the elec- 
tion of his first cousin, Napoleon III., to the 
presidency of the republic.

Princess Pierre, after returning with her 
children to France, lived to a great exten* 
on charity, and in 1874 was reduced to such 
a state of destitution that she dispatched her 
son Roland to Marshal MacMahon, at that 
time president of the republic, with the pawn 
tickets of everything belonging to her chil- 
dren and herself, entreating him to help her. 
MacMahon, who was generous to a fault, not 
only redeemed all the pawn tickets but like- 
wise gave young Roland a couple of thousand 
francs, and managed to bring the matter to 
the knowledge, of the late Princess Mathilde 
Bonaparte. The latter. while declining to 
do anything for Princess Pierre or to hold 
any communication with her, undertook to 
contribute 2,000 or 3,000 francs a year to 
the schooling and maintenance of the two 
children, and Rojand, who was a good look- 
ing lad, after graduating in due course from 
school and winning a commission of sub- 
lieutenant in the Thirty-sixth regiment of 
infantry, Managed to secure the hand of 
Marie Blanc, one of the two daughters and 
heiresses of old Blanc, who founded the great 
gambling establishment at Monte Carlo. It 
was an American womam whose French hus- 
band, the count de Trobriand, took part in 
the civil war here, who was largely instru- 
mental in bringing about this marriage. She 
knew Marie Blanc and liked the girl, and her 
sympathies had been since several years 
actively interested in behalf of Roland Bona- 
parte and of his sister, to whose maintenance, 
indeed, she had contributed.

Roland Bonaparte left the army on his 
marriage, which transformed him from a 
penniless man into a multimillionaire. His 
wife died a few days after giving birth toa 
daughter, now grown up, and who bears, like 
her mother, the name of Marie. It cannot be 
said that the late Princess Pierre showed 
any overwhelming sorrow at the death of her 
daughter-in-law, who had thus placed her 
son and herself above want. For it seemed 
at the time to pave the way to the realization 
of her ambitions, which were that Roland 
should marry Princess Letitia Bonaparte, 
widow of the duke of Aosta, and by buying 
off her brothers, Victor and Louis Bonaparte, 
with his wealth obtained from Monte Carlo, 
to put himself forward as a pretender to the 
imperial throne of France. That Roland was 
a suitor for the hand of Princess Letitia is 
well known, and it is equally positive that 
King Humbert, King Victor Emmanuel, and 
the princess’ two brothers prevented the 
marriage from taking place.

| NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


Von Fieljtz Recital. 

The composers. recital given at the Illinois 
theater yesterday afternoon by Alexander 
von Fielitz attracted an audience of’ fair 
size and kindly disposition. The German 
composer, who recently has become a res!i- 
dent of Chicago, has long been known to 
vocalists, and through them to the concert 
goers of the country. His songs have en- 
joyed widespread popularity, his cycle “* Eli- 
land’ having for a number of seasons been 
sung with frequency both In public and in 
private. The opportunity to hear not only 
this familiar cycle but eleven other of the 
Fielitg compositions given with their au- 
thor at the piano, and therefore in the iMiese 
and manner which meet his approval, was 
attractive. 

Mr. Von Fielitz had as his assistant Hans 
Schroeder, the young German baritone,whose 
appearances here last season in recital won 
him a place in the esteem of the admirers of 
artistic lied interprgtation. Mr. Schroeder 
was in better vocal condition than when 
heard here last year, and the taste, nice dis- 
crimination, and fine musical Intelligence 
and feeling shown by him in hits delivery of 
the twenty-one songs the program contained 
commanded for him the merited approval 
and admiration of his every auditor. His 
voice is sympathetic in quality, and in the 
obtaining of delicate effects is especially 
serviceable and obedient. 

In the “ Eliland’’ cycle, Mr. Von Fielitz 
employed a pronouncedly quiet, dreamy style 
of treatment. The monk who sang of his

And in one of our special meetings—we hold 
our regular meetings four times a year—we 
voted that we go to Shimbashi station to 
meet our distinguished visitor when she ar- 
rived. My husband didn’t object to my going, 
so I went. Of course, I didn’t expect to come 
close to Miss Roosevelt at the station. Only 
I hoped I might be able to see her from a 


distance.

“Half an hour before the time set for her 
arrival there was a large crowd of men 
and women—mostly women—gathe about 
the station. Some.of them high officials and 
their wives. I believe two imperial prin- 
cesses were there, if I am informed right. 
Our women’s league was represented by a 
dozen of us. 

“My heart was beating violently in ex- 
pectancy. When the whistle blew my heart 
ceased to beat so violently,efor with that 
signal the train carrying Miss Roosevelt 
had arrived. Then my heart began to beat 
again, as I thought with what courtesy and 
respect I should greet the daughter of the 
American president, whether I should bow 
my head as we do in our own society or look 
at her straight in the face and boldly shake 
her hand when it was offered, according to 
‘American usages. 

“Suddenly I awakened from my medita- 
tions when Miss Alice Roosevelt came, ac- 
companied by her girl friends from America. 
I believe the gentlemen with them were per- 
sons of distinction. But they looked all 
alike to me, and I could not tell which was 
who. Only I could tell Miss Roosevelt as 
she walked straight towards us like a prin- 
cess, although her whole expression ap- 
pealed to me rather as that of just a woman 
than as that of a princess. Perhaps that is 
because in America everybody is supposed 
to be as good as anybody.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


The only possible objection to David Gra- 
ham Phillips’ “THE DELUGE” (Bobbs- 
Merrill company), is that the daily news- 
papers have made us so familiar with the 
details that we appear to have read it before. 
Taking advantage of Mr. Lawson's recent 
exposures of ‘‘ frenzied finance,” and the 
development of the insurance, seaqn@als in 
New York City, the novelist has adroitly 
woven a bit of fiction about the chief char- 
acters with an undercurrent of love ané 
human interest. 

The financial battles which he depicts fn. 
the book, the treachery, the chicanery, a 
double dealing, the ruthless dealing with 
millions of the money of others form a series 
of terrible pictures, but not more terrible 
than those to be seen on Wall street every 
day. 

There is now a long list of novels on this 
and kindred topics, and Mr. Phillips has 
contributed his share. Nearly all of them 
were written with considerable skill and an 
admirable fidelity to the probabilities, but if 
they have begun to pall upon the readers it 
is not to be laid to any lack of force or meri§ 
on the part of the novelists. It is because 
the revelations of the daily newspapers have 
made such events seem common to those 
who read, and because the wildest flights of 
the novelist’s imagination have been equaled 


| and even surpassed by actual facts. 


It would seem as though there-was4ome- 
thing left behind when they pulled Wallace 
Irwin up from his native California and tried 
to transplant him in the rocky soil of Man 
hattan. He has never done quite so well.

Singly, some of these stories were 
readable, but a volume of them is too much.

However, having once 
got “ éasy money” out of the uninformed, 
the temptation still further to work the proc- 
ess was great. It was only when the eastern 
stockholders, who control a majority of the 
stock, began to depress the price in order to 
stop the manipulation that business prudence 
took the place of riotous ballooning. The de- 
sire to get other people’s money for an un- 
productive stock has resulted in discrediting 
all the securities.

PRESSURE ON STOCK ISSUES. 


Hasty Covering of Shorts Makes Close 
of Trading Unsettled and 
Irregular.

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—[Special.}—Trading 
in stocks yesterday showed the effects of 
pressure, particularly after the bank estate- 
ment was given out. Foreign issues re- 
flected the crisis in Russia. 

A further advance in sterling exchange 
here and a fall in Paris. strengthened the con- 
viction that gold will go out to Paris thie 
week, and estimates current pointed to the 
possibility of a heavy outward movement.

RUSSIAN NEWS 19 PBL’. 


TRADE IS STIRRED BY THE PROS- 
PECTS OF ISSUE OF A UKASE. 


Foreign Markets Are Excited and Ad- 
vance Sharply—Export Demand for 
American Wheat Not Yet Large, but 
Requests for Offers Are More Com- 
mon—Trade’ Broadens Out-—Sharp 
Foreign Demand for Coarse Grains 
Is Reflected by Prices. 


Progress of events in Russia the last week, 
rapid, sensational, perhaps epoch making, 
has controlled the action of the grain mar- 
kets of the world. The strike of railroad em- 
ployés hampered or entirely shut off the 
movement of grain from the interior and 
finally, according to late advices from Black 
sea ports, has prevented the handling of 
grain and practically shut off exports, al- 
though shipments for the entire week, it is 
estimated, will be liberal. 

The strike at its outset was principally im- 
portant, as a factor in the grain markets, in 
calling attention to the great shortage inthe 
estimated yields of cereals in Russia as out- 
lined by the government’s estimates. For 
some weeks the Russian crop shortage had 
seemed to have more effect as a price factor 
in the Chicago market, through the efforts of 
the strong bull interest which exploited it, 
than in the markets of the importing coun- 
tries of Europe, to which it isa far more vital 
concern, Local bulls, however, had no rea- 
son to find fault with the action of European 
markets last week. Berlin was the most ex- 
cited, with a gain of over 6c. 

This is partly due to the fact that higher 
import duties on grain -go into effect in the 
German empire on March 1, and Germany has 
not only been a large buyer of foreign grain 
the last few months, but is expected to con- 
tinue a large purchaser, with a view to se- 
curing ample stocks before the import duties 
are advanced. Other foreign markets, how- 
ever, responded with good advances to the 
danger of the shutting off of supplies from 
the largest exporting country of Europe, as 
the effect of the Russian news and the 
strength of wheat abroad excited the fears 
of shorts in home markets and encouraged 
the bulls to more vigorous efforts. 


Export Demand Not Yet Urgent. 

Wheat prices in Chicago advanced as much 
during the week as any of the foreign mar- 
kets except Berlin. There has as yet been 
no definite indication of a material spurt in 
the export demand for American wheat. 
Moderate quantities of hard winters are still 
being taken from the gulf by Germany, which 
would take more if more were available, but 
the demand for Durum wheat from the Medi- 
terranean has been lessened by the relative 
advance in the price of wheat of that quality 
and spring wheat ts still too much above the 
level of values of Manitoba grain to be mar- 
ketable abroad. There has been, however, 
some increase in the sales of flour for expor' 
from this country, and as the domestic de- 
mand is large, the production of the mills is 
still of the record breaking order. 

The foreign situation led to a sharper ex- 
port demand for Manitoba wheat, sales of 
which were large, according to advices from 
the seaboard and from Canadian points. If 
Russian exports should actually be shut off 
or nearly so, it would not be necessary to wait 
for the exhaustion of the Canadian surplus 
before American wheat would be in active 
demand abroad, even if prices this side the 
boundary line should continue higher, for 
transportation facilities would not be equal 
to the task of getting Manitoba wheat to the 
seaboard fast enough to supply the void in 
European supplies, occasioned by the shut- 
ting off of the usual contribution from Rus- 
sia. 

Russian Ukase Possible. 

A little added excitement was given the 
local market by the rumor that the czar 
would issue a ukase entirely prohibiting 
grain exports, but the czar apparently has 
other troubles to distract his attention from 
the question of keeping Russian grain at 
home for the benefit of the large districts 


where crops were shortest and famifne threat- 
ens. .Any farther spread. of: the railroad 
strike would have all the effect of a ukase, 
practically, if conditions are the same at 
other Russian ports as at Odessa, where 
twelve steamers had to sail empty, because 
it was impossible to load them, traffic on the 
railway lines connecting the railroads with 
the harbor having been suspended. 

The situation in Russia seems to be so bad, 
however, that it may get better and Russia 
has so often shown the ability to ship large 
quantities of grain, following years of short 
crops, that there is still some indisposition 
on the part of wheat traders asa classto give 
to the Russian situation all the weight to 
which on the face of things it seems to be 
entitled as a factor making for higher prices. 
This condition of mind was encouraged by 
the estimate that Russian and Danubian ship- 
ments for the week would be 6,500,000 bu. So 
far this season, however, the speculator who 
has been skeptical of the Russian crop short- 
age has not made much money. Trade inthe 
local pit broadened materially and the week 
closed with net advances of 3\%c in the De- 
cember and 4%c in the May. 


Foreign Demand for Corn. 

Corn scored good advances, with December 
relatively easy because of the indications of 
an early movement of new corn to market 
and because the bull support and the effects 
of large prospective exports were felt more 
by the deferred month. May closed 1\c high- 
er, and December %c-%c higher for the week. 
Sales of new corn for export were heavier 
than before the Russian strike took on a seri- 
ous aspect, and this foreign demand and al- 
leged overestimation of the domestic crop is 
the basis for the accumulation of a heavy 
line by the bull interest in December wheat. 
The bears were playing the larger crop esti- 
mates, which are popular, and the larger 
country sales. 

Oats and Provisions. 

Oats gained 1%c-15%c on the indications of 
a big shortage in European feedstuffs shown 
by the heavy sales abroad. While the de- 
mand was shifting a little from oats to 
barley, oats sales made a handsome total. A 
good many of the oats appearing in the 
stocks here and elsewhere are sold to go out, 
but it has been impossible to get cars. Stocks, 
however, still were increasing and receipts 
were holding up well. 

Provisions ruled irregular and quiet with 
January product 24%@6c higher at the end, 
October pork 87%c up, and October ribs 40c 
off. Sharp declines in hog prices in anticipa- 
tion of larger receipts were counteracted by 
good cash demands, which were rapidly re- 
ducing stocks of product. :

DEBS RAPS THE JUDGES, 


DENOUNCES THOSE WHO ISSUE IN- 
JUNCTIONS AGAINST STRIKERS. 


‘“‘Immediate Municipal Ownership ” 
Also Is Scored by Speaker at Open- 
ing ef the Socialist Judicial and 
Sanitary District Cam paign—De- 

“Writs Are Issued on Any 

Excuse and Courts Are Mere Pup- 

pets of the Capitalists.”’

Scathing denunciation of judges who issue 
injnuctions against strikers was made by 
Eugene V. Debs yesterday tn speeches mark- 
ing the opening of the socialist judicial and 
Sanitary district campaign. He also took a 
sharp rap at ‘‘ immediate municipal owner- 
ship,”’ which he declared to be a “ capitalistic 
middle class scheme with which to befuddle 
the workers from the real issue.” 

The *' real issue,’’ he said, was for the work- 
ers to capture the means of production and 
distribution. He characterized judges elected 
on the republican and democratic tickets as 
“puppets in the hands of the capitalist 
class.”’ 

As the greater part of the local socialist 
activity is carried on on Sundays, the opening 
of the “‘ campaign" was no exception to the 
rule, and Debs began with a meeting at 
Schiitz’s hall, Kensington, in the morning. 
This was followed by a meeting at Bohemian 
School hall; Forty-eighth and Honoré streets, 
in the afternoon, and closing in the evening 
with a meeting at Oakland Music hall, Cot- 
tage Grove avenue and Fortleth street. 

Workmen Cheer the Speakers. 

All the meetings drew large crowds of 
workingmen, who cheered and applauded 
the speakers, At the afternoon meeting 
more than 1,000 persons were present, most- 
ly stockyard ermployés. 

“ Whenever there is trouble the capitalist 
can press the button and a judge appears,’’ 
said Debs. ‘*‘ You elected him. What does 
he do? He issues an injunction against you 
which forbids you from doing everything. 
The judges all are at the beck and call of the 
capitalist. 

“ Shoutd the injunction prove futile, you 
soon hear the tramp of the militia and reg- 
ular army, who come ready to shoot you 
down. Whether a republican or democratic 
judge, the resuit is the same. 


Brands Judges as “‘ Puppets” 


“You workers in Chicago have had so 
much experience in these matters that you 
ought to know how it works, Don't you 
know that republican and democratic judges 
are mere puppets in the hands of the capi- 
talist class, and that when you vote for 
them you vote to lock yourselves up in jail?”
